declaring nn emergency in the pro- 


hibition department by reason of the 
recent removal of 110 ''card" men after 
Attorney General Crnbhc had declared 
they held office illegally, the proclama- 
tion cited the fact that according to the • 
attorney general's ruling op'y eighteen 
regular enforcement officers were, eligi- 
ble for enforcement, two others being 
nsed in tax collections. 


The prohibition ilepanmrnt will here- 


after act as a co-operative and advisory 
hoard to local officers In the enforce- 
ment <if Ihiuor laws, according to the 
proclamation. 


Governor Donahey also called atten- 


tion to tho duty of the private citizens 
in reporting violations. 


Following I9 the text of the proclnm- 


"Tlie attorney general of Ohio, ns the. 


legal nth-leer of tho governor, has ren- 
dered an official 
opinion to the effect' 


that tho state prohibition department 
in its employment of enforcement olfi- 
c.era must restrict itself to the limited 
appropriation ninde by the general ns- 
scmbly for that purpose. 


"In compliance with this opinion or 


the attorney 
general. 310 cmergoncv 


inspectors, known as 'cnrd' men. paid 
from local sources, lint working under 
the authority of th-; state department 
n practice instituted several years ago 
—hnve been discharged and their pow- 
ors revoked. The appropriation hv the 
general assembly is sufficient only to 
employ twenty regular prohibition in- 
spectors, 
two of whom must de.vote 


their lime to r>ow-Aiken tax collections, 
ns required by law. leaving only eigh- 
teen active field men nvailnhlo for the.
